MASS  RADIOLOGY  SERVICE  UNIT. 

During  the  period  14th  to  19th  September,  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  gave  facilities  for  Chest  X Ray  to  all 
members  of  the  public  who  cared  to  make  use  of  it.  The  total  of  10,246 
persons,  not  all  of  whom  were  residents  of  the  area,  were  examined  by  the 
Unit  during  this  period. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  of  the  Urban  District  Council  is  derived  from  severt 
sources.  In  six  of  these  the  water  is  treated,  i.e.  filtered  and  chlorinated,  but 
is  untreated  in  the  remaining  source.  In  general  the  raw  water  from  all 
sources  is  of  an  upland  surface  type  and  soft  in  character.

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RIVER  POLLUTION. 


Steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  cleansing  of  the  River  Cynon 
and  its  tributaries,  particularly  the  River  Dare.  The  settling  ponds  to  be 
built  by  the  National  Coal  Board  to  trap  the  flue  dust  from  the  Power  Station 
at  Abercwmboi,  referred  to  in  my  last  year’s  Annual  Report,  are  now  under 
construction.  When  complete  these  settling  ponds  will  remove  from  the 
River  a very  serious  source  of  industrial  pollution. 

Apart  from  a relatively  minor  source  of  pollution  of  flue  dust  from 
the  Aberaman  Colliery  entering  the  River  Aman  and  to  deal  with  which  the 
National  Coal  Board  has  ordered  the  appropriate  equipment,  the  last  major 
source  of  industrial  river  pollution  in  this  area  remaining  originates  from  the 
Phurnacite  Plant  further  down  the  valley  at  the  lower  end  of  Abercwmboi. 
The  pollution  of  the  river  from  this  source  is  a serious  one  and  its  remedy 
constitutes  a difficult  problem.  That  this  source  of  pollution  will  eventually 
be  eradicated  is  certain,  and  every  effort  will  continue  to  be  made  to  bring 
this  about  as  quickly  as  possible. 


CINEMAS. 


Routine  visits  were  paid  to  the  eight  cinemas  in  the  district  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year  to  ensure  that  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  sanitary  conveniences  was  maintained. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under  the  direction 
of  the  Engineer.  The  system  is  the  same  as  outlined  in  my  previous  report, 
namely  that  of  collecting  refuse  by  up-to-date  mechanical  vehicles,  from 
business  centres  and  hotels  daily,  and  from  the  residential  parts  of  the  district 
at  least  twice  weekly. 

The  Public  Health  Department  also  has  a general  interest  in  public 
cleansing,  particularly  in  regard  to  indiscriminate  tipping  of  refuse  by  the 
public  into  the  watercourses  and  the  creation  of  “unofficial  tips.”  While 
some  improvements  have  been  affected  in  this  field  much  work  yet  remains  to 
be  done. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 


During  the  year,  work  on  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  was  continued 
under  the  N.S.  21  Scheme,  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
(Infestation  Division),  and  three  Rodent  Operators  are  employed  full  time 
by  the  Council. 

The  Operators  also  carried  out  two  Maintenance  treatments  of  the 
Sewers  in  the  area  during  the  year.

ICE  CREAM. 

All  shops  and  premises  where  ice  cream  is  sold  and  prepared  for  sale 
were  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year.  Vehicles  used 
for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  were  also  inspected  and  kept  under  observation. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  May,  1947.  These  regulations  prescribe  the  method  by  which  ice  cream 
is  manufactured. 

The  occupiers  of  all  registered  premises  within  the  district  are  aware 
of  the  requirements  of  these  regulations  and  I am  pleased  to  report  that 
any  suggestions  made  have  readily  been  complied  with. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  noticed  that  there  appears  to  be  a tendency 
towards  the  increased  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  four  new  applications  were  received  for  registration  as 
manufactureres  or  vendors  of  ice  cream,  and  all  were  granted. 

Sixteen  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  for  qualitative 
examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

HOUSING. 


Allocation  of  Council  Houses. 


During  the  year  1953,  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  investigating 
conditions  of  applicants  for  housing  in  the  area,  entailing  a total  of  1,464 
visits.  As  will  be  appreciated,  this  part  of  the  duty  is  very  controversial,  but 
a duty  which  cannot  be  avoided.  This  branch  for  housing  calls  for  patience, 
method  of  approach,  sympathy  and  a manner  of  submitting,  without  offence 
to  the  prospective  tenant,  the  Council’s  wishes  regarding  cleanliness,  care  of 
property,  etc. 

The  duty  of  being  responsible  for  operating  the  Local  Authority’s  scheme 
for  the  allocation  of  Council  Houses  has  entailed  new  and  additional  problems 
in  the  administration  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  which  is  really  the 
“Nerve  Centre”  of  the  Council’s  Housing  Scheme. 

Interviewing  of  applicants  and  investigation  of  facts  requires  under- 
standing and  demand  a great  deal  of  time.  It  is  essential  that  applicants 
should  be  informed  of  the  principles  on  which  allocations  are  made,  and  in  the 
Authority’s  scheme,  the  chief  basis  is  "need,”  with  a yardstick  established 
to  determine  "need.”  Applicants  are  given  every  opportunity  for  stating 
their  cases  which  are  followed  up  very  closely  so  that  the  final  need  mav  be 
assessed.  } 


It  is  difficult  to  allocate  tenants  to  new  housing  accommodation  without 
causing  complaints  from  disappointed  applicants,  the  fact  that  complaints 
are  as  few  as  they  are,  is  a tribute  that  the  method  of  allocation  by  the  Council 
is  very  fair.  J

HOUSING  REPAIRS. 


Housing  repairs  throughout  the  year  have  not  been  without  their  unsolved 
problems  of  getting  landlords  to  undertake  repairs. 

The  high  cost  of  labour  and  materials  continues  to  make  the  task  of 
enforcing  housing  repairs,  especially  in  the  case  of  lower  rented  properties, 
a most  difficult  one  to  deal  with. 

Constant  efforts  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  improve  the  conditions 
of  the  older  properties  have  resulted  in  a fairly  substantial  reduction  in  the 
total  of  outstanding  notices  although  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  resort 
to  formal  action  in  some  stubborn  cases.  There  still  remains  certain  financial 
and  legal  impediments  which  make  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  work 
of  securing  the  repairs  of  some  types  of  dwellings  not  only  difficult  but  almost 
impossible. 

During  the  year  334  houses  were  repaired  as  the  result  of  interviews  with 
owners  and  the  serving  of  Informal  and  Formal  Notices. 

During  1953,  35  Demolition  Orders  and  3 Closing  Orders  were  served  and 
2 Undertakings  were  accepted.  All  occupants  from  the  properties  concerned 
were  rehoused  by  the  local  authority.
